It 
had been. the firm. conviction on the 
Democratic side that after what had oc- 
curred at the last elections the Senator 
from Massachusetts. would not press 
the bill; so the senators on his side had 
not prepared themselves to discuss it 
intelligently. Mr. Gurman continued: 

We stand today on a volcano. We have 
heard the discussion as to the starving ILn- 
diaus, but take note of the fact that the 
farmers of the Jand are meeting and re- 
solving that there is danger and trouble, if 
not starvation, among them. The faces of 
bankers and merchauts are blaached with 
fear. No man can tell whether tomurrow or 
next day, every bank in the great centers 
of cominerce wiil not be closed in suspen- 
sion of payment, and now in the midst of 
such a state of affairs we, who caine here 
flushed with victory, had hope that the ma- 
jority party would give us an opportunity 
w join with it in preventing the wreck 
which is now impending. Lay aside this 
bill which the country has pronounced 
against, and let us take up matters whicn 
all classes of our fellow-citizens are looking 
toustocunsider. If you do not; if you 
peraistin the course marked out by the 
Senator from Massachusetts the responsi- 
bility must rest with the party in power. 

If the Senator from Massachusetts forces 
the consideration of this partisan measure, 
while bankruptcy and ruin are going on, 
when he goes back to Boston he will find 
that the merchants and bankers and men of 
wffairs, as ell as the farmers and laborers, 
will tell him, while he is attempting hustiie 
legislation against asection of the country, 
that if it bad not been for the producis of 
that section; if it had not been for the 
moving of the cotton crop, there would not 
be a bank in Massachusetts able ty pay its 
depositors. The ony thing that has 
suved them has beeu the fact that they have 
been able todraw on thecotton crop and 
on tne oil, 

Mr. Hoar replied that for four davs 
the Senate had been listening to Dem- 
ocratic speeches made for mere delay 
and obstruction. [If the Senator from 
Maryland bad another measure which 
he thought would allay the panic or 
menace to commercial prenpestiy of 
the country, wuich bad begun when 
the elections were declared in favor of 
the Democratic party (the country 
having been before that in a position 
of unexampled prosperity,) why should 
he not, after a tair and proper state- 
ment of reasons for voting against the 
Elections Bill, let the Senate 
vote upon it. The Elections Bill 
Was a measure whose sole purpose was 
to submit to the judges of the courts 
of the United States, against whose in- 
tegrity and official honor no man could 
bring a charge, the question of who 
bad prima facie titie to a seat in the 
House of Representatives, instead of 
having it declared by ruffianism, fraud 
or violence, aS Was Often the case in 
the past.

A TERRIBLE EXPLOSION IN CHI- 
NESE POWDER MILLS. 


Three Hundred Lives Lost in the 
Disaster—Steamship Collisions 
off the Chinese Coast— 

The Whaling Fieet, 


Associated Press.) The steamship 
China arrived this morning from China 
and Japan, bringing Chinese advices 
to November 13 and Japanese advices 
to November 21. | 

Details of the blowing up on Novem- 
ber 2 of the government powder mills 
at Tai Ping Foo are meager, but agree 
in stating that 300 lives were lost and 
all the bouses in the vicinity wrecked. 
Fifty persons are said to have been at 
work in the mills at the time of the 
accident, and of their remains only 
two limbs have been found. The 
cause of the explosion is unknown. 

One half of the city of Pa Chow, in 
the province of Anhiver, is reported 
destroyed by fire, originating from 
another powder explosion. 

The pilot schooner C. F. Farnham 
was sunk by the steamer Menelaus, 
which arrived at Shanghai November 
1. ‘Lhe crew of the schooner were 
rescued. 

It was reported at Shanghai Novem- 
ber6 thatthe steamer Wenchow and 
the steamer Toonan, en route from 
New Chwang to Shanghal, bad collided 
and that the Wenchow sank almost 
immediately, while the Toonan had to 
be beached to keep her from sinking, 

Crops in the north of China are on 
the whole reported good. In the Foo 
Chow district, however, the tobacco 
crop is said to be ina bad condition. 

The Eastern Steam Whaling Com- 
pany’s steam whaler Nautilus arrived 
at Yokohama November 16, with 1731 
sealskins. Sie bad had a six months’ 
cruise in the Okhotsk Sea. Whaling 
was unusually poor, the Nautilus and 
the Russian whaler Kautick having 
caught none and the American whaler 
Alexander but one.

THE FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


President Gompers Reviews Its Past 
Year’s Progress.

The Alliance States [ts Position ON} comed to the city by the Presi 
Financial Issues. dent of the Board of Aldermen in 
the absence of the Mayor. Presi- 
dent Gompers of the Federation 
responded. Gompers then delivered 
his annual address. He advised the 
convention to avoid controversial ques- 
tions and concentrate its efforts upon 
jsuch issues as the members are 
most agreed upon; that such a 
course is best is evinced by the suc- 
cess of the eight hour movement. 
The agitation for the reform was 
cessful in 137 cities and benefited 46,- 
000 workmen in the carpenters’ trade, 
besides countless others in other 
branches of buiiding trades. The de- 
maud for the eight-hour day will be 
made by other trades in series, and its 
final success cannot be questioned. 
The next industry to make the dee 
mand will be the coal miners. They 
will move May 1, 1891. 
During the year the Federation ag- 
tablished 274 local branches of the na- 
tional trades union. The nine hundred 
and thirteen existing branches added 
5 to 35 per cent in membership. The 
address declares in favor of a system 
of national unions of individual trades. 
During the year 1163 authorized strikes 
have taken place; 989 succeeded, 76 
failed and 93 were compromised. 
Gompers refers in commendation to 
the project for an International Labor 
Congress in 1893, concordant with the 
World’s Fair; demands the enforce- 
ment of the eight-hour law in Govern- 
ment work; asks for a suitable Federal 
alien contract-lapor law; suggests the 
extended observance of Labor day as 
an annual holiday; warns against 
child labor, and declares for the inter- 
national copyright and ballot reform. 
When the Committee on Credentials 
went into session Gompers appeared 
before them to object to receiving any 
papers from delegates from the Cen- 
tral Labor Federation (Socialistic) of 
New York. The committee decided 
to allow the Socialists to present 
their case to the convention tomorrow. 


CALLING IN THE FOURS. 


Government Control of Railroads and 
Telegraphs Demanded, 


The Lodge Bill Resolution Creates 
Another Lengthy Discussion— 
Amendmentstothe Sub- 
Treasury Bill.

and ainount of money, and that the 
amount of circulating medium be 
speedily increased to not less than $50 
per capita, 

Second. Congress shall pass laws to 
effectually prevent the dealing in 
futures on all agricultural and mechani- 
cal j@oductions, preserving a stringent 
system of procedure iu trials to secure 
the prompt conviction of offenders, and 
such penalties as shall secure the most 
perfectcompliance with the law. 

Third. Condemning the Silver Bill 
recently passed and demanding the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. 

Fourth. Demandiug the passage of 
laws prohibiting alien ownership of land 
and that Congress take prompt action 
to devise some pl an to obtain all lands 
now osvyned by aliens and foreign 
syndicates, and that all lands held by 
railroads and other corporations in ex- 
cess of what are actuaily used and 
needed by them, be reclaimed and held 
for actual settlers only. 

Fifth. Believing in the doctrine of 
equal rights to all and special privi- 
leges to none, we demand that our na- 
tional legislation beso framed in the 
future as not to build up one industry 
at the expense ofanother. We further 
demandthe removal of the existing 
heavy tariff from-the necessaries of 
life that the -poor of. our land must 
have. We further demand a just and 
equitable ee of graduated tax on 
incomes. e believe that the mone 
of the country should be kept as muc 
as possibile in the hands of the people, 
and demand that all national and 
State revenues be limited to the neces- 
sary expenses of a government, eco- 
nomically and honestly administered. 

Sixth. Wedemand the most rigid, 
honest and just State and national 
control and supervision of the means 
of public communicaiion and transpor- 
tation, and if this control does not re- 
move the abuses now existing, we de- 
mand Government ownership of such 
means of communication and trans- 
portation.

The Health Officer Disputed. 
Los ANGELES, Dec, 8.—[To the Ed- 
itor of (HE TimgEs.} Dr. MacGowan, 
Health Officer, has made a report to 
the State Board of Health, which con- 
contains the following statement: 


At the southeast angle of the city limits 
this |sewage]| water is taken by the South 
Side Irrigation Company, and conducted 


through a 22-inch cement pipe a dis- 
tance of six miles to the sandy 
plains below the town of Florence. 


Though eagerly taken at first by the 
Chinese market gardeners for irrigating and 
enriching their truck patches, its prolonged 
use has been found to be a detriment, les- 
sening the productive qualities of the land 
when it becomes well saturated with the 
sewage matters. It is a fact that lands 
upon which it has been used constantly for 
years, have been abandoned by their cuiti- 
vators, or it has been necess:ry to pipe pure 
water upon them to take the place of sewage 
for the purpose of irrigation. 

This statement as to sewage and its 
use is 80 unjust, and so at variance 
with the facts, that he should be asked 
to revise his report and set the matter 
right, 

The actual facts are just the reverse 
of his statement. There is not a China- 
man south of the city that will use the 
so-called clean water when he can get 
sewage. And they have not abandoned 
acre’? of land where they have 
used sewage, except when they were 
fooled into renting alkali lands. where 
any water being used, wiil raise the 
alkali and render the ground useless. 
Not an acre of good’ soil has ever been 
injured by the use of sewage in this 
vicinity. Onthe other hand it has 
beeu a priceless benetit to the owners 
and occupants, along where it can be 
obtained. The tenants pay from five 
to eight dollars per acre more when 
sewage is used, than for other lands 
with water equally as good. 

The doctor must bave procured his 
information from some unreliable, de- 
signing person, for his conscience 
would not allow him to make such a 
report had he is person visited the 
lands where sewage is used and where 
its vast benefits are appreciated. The 
ranchmen south of the city who are 
deprived of the sewage aimost to a 
man are scouring the country over for 
fertilization, hauling it from three to 
five miles, at a fearful cost, to keep up 
their washed and wasted soil. Sewage 
will do the wetting and the enriching 
and no?’ discount as to bealth when 
properly used. I enclose the article in 
question clipped from the Herald. 

Give the doctor a reminder, please. 
Mr. Stewart, the manager of sewage 
will verify my statements.

Important Business Trans 
acted Yesterday. 


A QUESTION OF INSURANCE 


President Frankenfield and Coun~ 
cllman Summerland Come To- 
gether—An Exchange 
of Courtesies. 


The City Council met at'l0 o’clock yester- 


day morning, all nine members being pres- 
ent. 


All the usual opening formulae having 
been concluded, the weekly report of the 
Tax and License Collector was reid, show- 
ing the collection of- $4447.22 during‘ the 
week and the total collection of $357,526 for 
the six months. 

The City Clerk’s report ehuwed the issu- 
ance of 2224 licenses, valued at $15,199. Of 
this number 450 were returned uncollected ; 
of this number 143 were collected by the 
Chief of Police. 

The yearly report of the City Assessor, 
which was read, showed the personal prop- 
erty of the city to be $1,240,554, on which 
$15,616.50 t xes was collected. 

An ordinance was presented changing the 
grade of Yale stereet from College to Buena 
Vista streets and passed. 

BRIDGE BUSINESS. 

A report was passed by the bridge com- 
mittee recommending that a wire bridge be 
built across the Arroyo Seco at Walnut 
Street, and that the bid of the Eddy-street 
Wire Cable Company to build the bridge 
for $4523 be accepted. The report further 
recommended that the Superintendent of 
streets be instructed to immediately con- 
struct an approach to the Pasadena avenue 
bridge. 

The latter recommendation was adopted, 
but the first brought on a war. 

Councilman Summeriand, from the Bridge 
Committe, presen a minority report 
recommending that the corstract to build 
the bridge be given to M. H. Ledbetter for 
$4247, and thai it be of wood. 

Mr. Ste.dman, representing. the Wire 
Bridge Company, briefly addressed the 
Council in favor of giving the contract to 
his company, which he said was really a 
local as ithbad its main office in 
this city. r. Steadman claimed that his 
company had constructed bridges all over 
the State and had had the effect of break- 
ing a monopoly in bridge building in Cali- 
fornia, 

Councilman Van Dusen moved that the 
Majerity report of the committee be 
adopted. 

Councilman Summerland moved the adop- 
tion of the minority report. Hesaid the 
City Engineer had not recommended the 
wire bridge. 

Mr. Lownes, Assistant City Kngineer, said 
that Mr. Eaton would refuse to recommend 
the construction of a wire bridge, 3 

Counciiman Wirsching moved to refer 
the m.tier to the City Engineer. 

Counciiman Bonsall favored referring the 
m itter to Committee of the Whole. 

After considerable irrelevant discussion 
the matter was referred to the City Eugi- 
neer by a vote of 5 to 4. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 

The report of the Board of Public Works 
was then taken up. It has heretofore been 
printed in ‘ue Times, 

The recommendation that the ordinance 
for thé grading of Teed street be passed 
over the Mayor’s veto caused discussion. 

Counciiman Van Dusen said that the 
Mayor had been opposed by the Council 
ever since he had been in office. He would 
now move that precedent be ignored, aud 
that he be sustained this time.

before avy fur.ner cost or expense is in- 
curred, Adopted. 

INSURANCE MATTERS, 

The report of the Finance Committee 
was next taken up. Among other things, it 
recommended the reduction of the license 
of the Los Angeles District ‘lelegraph 
Compabpy from $15 to per month, This 
recommendation was adopted. 

The repurt also recommended that the 
following po:icies of iusurauce be placed 
upon the vid City Hall in lieu of the insur- 
aice policies exviring during the month of 
November, to wit: 

Hartford Insurance Company $2000, same 
$2000, Caiedonian Lusurauce Company $100, 
Continpentat Insurauce Company $1000, 
American Losurance Company $1000, State 
ifuvestment ITnsurance Company $2000; 
total $1,000, 

Councilman Frankenfield surrendered the 
chair to Counciiman Wirschjng, aud taking 
the fluor he muved that that portion of the 
report in regard to insurance lie upon the 
table. ‘The gentiem:n claimed that it 
was very poor financial policy fora city 
of the size of Los Angeles to continue to 
pay insurance premiums. His idea was that 
the city could well affurd to bear its own 
insurance, claiming that the city could weil 
afford to lose a schuolhouse by fire every year. 
What Councilman Frankenfied wanted 
done was that, as the insurance policies 
upon the several city bulidings expired, 
they be permitted to lapse. 

Cuuncilman Bonsall favored insuring the 
City Wall and the police station ou the 
ground that all of the remaining buildings 
in the city were notofthe value of these 
two. 

Councilman Frankenfield made the point 
that there were people arouud the police 
Stution on watch night and day and auy 
fire that might occur in that building could 
be extinguished by a bucket of water.

PALMA CAPLURED. 


MURDEROUS ITALIAN 
CAUGHT AT AZUSA. 


THE 


He Claims That Donato Slapped Him 
in the Face Before He Shot 
Him—His Movements 
After the Tragedy. 


| 
Louis Palma, the Italian, who on Satur- 
day morning shot and probably fatally 
wounded C, Donato, has been captured, and 
is now behind the bars of the Couaty Jail. 

Palma was arrested about 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning at Azusa by Constable » & 
H. Hudson, who found him in a saioon at 
the little village. Constable Hudson 
brought his prisoner at once to the city, and 
after a brief chat with Sheriti Aguirre at 
his office,.Palma was taken to the County 
Jail and placed In the tanks" 

Palma was seen by a ‘I'tmes reporter last 
evening. He is an Italian who cannot read 
or write, and who speaks very poor English. 
It is a most difficult matter for one to under- 
stand him, As near as he could explain 
himself, Palma’s story of the schooting 
affray is about Jiks this: 

‘The baker came to his house on Saturday 
morning as was his custom to leave the 
day’s supply of bread. He iaformed the 
Paimas that he could leave no wore bread 
at the house, and asked that whatever 
bread-tickets they had left be sold back to 
him. Palma asked what the ‘troubie 
was and the baker informed him 
that the grocer, whom be was also supply- 
ing with bread, bad notified him him that if 
he continued to sell bread to himhe (the 
grocer) would buy no mure of him. As the 
baker sold the Palmas ten cents worth of 
bread per day aud the grocer #2 worth, of 
course he had to protect his business as 
best he could. 

Palmas then went down to the grocery 
store and found Donatothere. A discussion 
followed. The result wus that Donato 
slapped Palma in the face and the latter 
then pulled bis revolver and fired. 

After the shooting Palma ran from the 
store to Secund street uod out to a place 
beyond the city limits where he remained 
in hiding all day. In the evening he came 
into the city and crossed the Second-street 
hill and down to Los Angeles street. He 
passed down Los Angeles street and over 
the Kubrts-street bridge to Exast Los Ar- 

eles. He fulluwed the railroad to Azusa, 

Constable Hudson states that he saw 
him all day Suuday in Azusa, but did not 
arrest him for the reason tnat he had re- 
ceived no description of the n.an wanted. 

Donato’s coudition at present is most 
serious. Itis thought that it will be neces- 
sary to perform an operation upon him .to 
remove the bullet.

THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


REGULAR SEMI-MONTHLY MEET- 
ING LAST EVENING. 


Mr. Whaling’s Report on Securing 
New Quarters--The High School 
Bullding“Haating and 
Lighting. 


The Board of Education met in ad- 
journed session last night at 7:30 o’clock 
with President Pomeroy in the chair and 
Secretary Baker present. 

The Committee on Teachers suggested 
that special teachers Mrs. Brodbeck and 
Miss Hobbs be elected regular teachers, 
Adopted. 

Some weeks ago Mr. Whiling was ap- 
pointed Committee of One to investigate 
the order of the City Council that the 
Board of Education vacate the City Hall 
building and seek other quarters, Mr. 
Whaling read a long report, which was re- 
ceived and filed. 

The report in part reads as follows: 

“And while I question the right of the 
City Council to expel or remove this board 
from its present quarters, still 1 would re- 
spectfully recommend that this board invve 
into and occupy the Council Chamber of 
this City at its regular meetings twice wach 
month. 1 make this recommendation upon 
the express agreement of six members of 
the City Council who consented to the 
adoption of this system, for as this board 
meets at night this arrangement wiil 
subserve every purpose. Yes, this arrange- 
ment will subserve another and a far higher 
purpose, viz., that of providing for the 
Public Library, which is really a p rt— 
but the highest part—of our regular system 
of gublic education. Yes, this Public 
Library serves a useful and a noble purpose: 
that of supplying the young and the old, 
the rich and the poor alike with the means 
of intellectual enjoyment; affording that 
intellectual pabulum wich enriches and 
enpnobles the moral and intellectual man 
and qualifies him to discharge all his obiiga- 
tions to his fellow-man, therefore sin- 
cerely recommend that this board give way 
to the wants and needs of that great pubiic 
benefactor, the Pubiie“Library. Let us en- 
courage rather than retard that institution, 
which is only a part and parce! of our coin- 
mon school system. Let us cherish and 
devise every means possible to promote the 
public good, affording the greatest good to 
the greatest number, 

The question of heating and lighting the 
High School by ga8 was then taken up, and 
Justice Marshail, who represented § the 
gas company, was he rd on the subject. 

Mr. Ellis suggested that the cominittee be 
continued, und that five or six stoves be 
secured by the committee, to give thema 
fair test before ‘he whole number are pur- 
chased.

Faults of 
various kinds were found with the new 
guns, and the result was that the 
Springfield, with various improve- 
ments, came out the victor, and has 
remained in use in the army ever since. 
The navy, however, early declared ino 
favor of a magazine gun, and has 
changed the type from time to time to 
keep pace with the improvement in 
Magazine mechanism. The Marine 
Corps, on the other hand, has followed 
the example of the army and adhered 
to the single-loader. . i 
Successtul experiments in foreign 
countries have led almost everywhere 
to the use of magazine rifles, and dur- 
ing the summer we have seen the re- 
arming of the German army accom- 
plished in an extraordinarily short time, 
and with a weapon that is said to be 
surpassed by no other in its ballistic 
performances. The introduction of 
this new small-borg rifle—31.4 inch 
caliber—in conjunction with the use of 
smokeless powders, has metamorphosed 
and greatly enlarged the powers of the 
rifle.

VANDEVER’S IRRIGATION BILL, 


Congressman Vandever bas intro- 
duced a bill on the subject of the irri- 
gation of arid public lands, The 
bill provides for a survey by the Inte- 
rior Department of arid lands where 
irrigation is necessary, to divide the 
lands into districts, so that each shall 
consist of a basin for storage and dis- 
tribution of water, with a catchment 
area and sites for reservoirs. The bill 
then provides that the lands embraced 
in such irrigation. districts shall be 
ceded to the several States and Terri- 
tories in which they are situated, for 
the purpose of reclamation and settle- 
ment, upon certain conditions, includ- 
ing the construction of irrigation 
works and the furnishing of water for 
irrigation under certain regulations set 
down in the bill. 

Referring to this bill the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle says: 


One objection to this bill is that it-seeks 
to divide the responsibility of the arid lands 
vetween the Federil G vernment and the 
States and Territories. The cession of the 
lands is upon the bill seems 
to contain no ptovision for enforcing the 
e element of uncertainty 
would be very likely to lead to a great deal 


of trouble and confusion. 


Another argument against the bill is that 
it does not choose the best way for accom: 
lishing its purpose. After the Interior 
Jepartment has surveyed the arid lands 
and established basins and catchment 
areas and resorvoir sites, it would be much 
simpler and better for the United States 
to go right on and construct the astor- 
age reservoirs and main irrigating canals, 
and then selithe land so made ready for 
cuitivation to actual settlers without the in- 
tervention of State and Territorial govern- 
ments. Experience bas shown that when- 
ever a State intervenes between the source 
of tithe and the settler the corporations 
manage to gobble up most of the desirable 
land and to sell it to settlers at high fizures. 
We venture to say that time and money 
would both be saved by the general Gov- 
ernment doing the work of reciamation; 
that the land would be much more apt to 
get into the hands of actual setters, and 
thatthe titleofthe possessor and owner 
of the reclaimed lands would be much 
clearer and more easily maintained than if 
it were to be acquired after cession upon 
conditions to a State or Territory.

Hern’s gun was loaded with double 
B shot. One of the shot bit Dill- 
wood’s star, which had the effect of 
badly mutilating it, while others of 
the same charge took effect in his 
right side, but not entering vital 
portions — of the body. Hern 
fired another charge, which 
seems to have missed its 
mark. When the second shot was 
fired Hern was getting over a fence. 
Dillwvood took advantage of the situa- 
tion and fired three shots rapidly from 
bis revolver, one bali passing through 
the left cheek of Hern. Dillwood ran 
down the street, Hern sending another 
charge after him, having reloaded his 
gun. Several shots took effectin Dili- 
wood’s back, but did not inflict serious 
wounds.

CHAIRMAN WALKER DISCUSSES 
RATE-CUTTING. 


A New General Manager for the 
Union Pacific—Pierpont Mor- 
gan Cails a Meeting of 
the Presidents. 


3y Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Dec. 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Journal of Finance 
today made public for the first time a 
lengthy letter written by Chairman 
Walker of the Interstate Commerce 
Railway Association to various rail- 
road presideuts, on the general condi- 
tion of railway affairs and plans for re- 
forms in the present methods. He 
says that the present legisiative atti- 
tude of Congress and the States is in- 
jurious, but railroad difficulties 
are not wholly due to that cause. 
Comoetition, as it exists among 
carriers, is ruinous, is simply war. 
This situation, he says, pleases the un- 
reflecting public and the necessary in- 
ference is that the railroads are play- 
ing their adversaries’ game. He refers 
to the fact that during the past fifteen 
years about one-third of the railway 
mileage in the United States has been 
reorganized or passed through fore- 
closure proceedings. He does not be- 
lieve that this suicidal process is be- 
yond control, but says that radical 
changes are required. He points out 
wars in passeuger and freight rates 
brought about by scalping, secret 
agreements, rebates, etc., and says 
that 90 per cent. of ail 
tariff changes made are reductions. 
He accuses them of systematic passen- 
ger rate-cutting and calls it competi- 
tion gone mad. Such wild and reck- 
less methods are notin the interest 
of the public, and are ruinous to the 
railway systems. He calls on the 
presidents to recognize the essential 
unity of railway interests and make a 
new treaty, based on disarmment. 

He says that the first few months of. 
the life of the Interstate Railway Traf- 
fic Association is commonly referred 
to as a comparatively successful 
period of administration among 
western roads. It was really armed 
neutrally. Every iine maintained 
its fighting force fully armed 
and equipped. The lines should rid 
themselves of machinery for rate- 
cutting, either open or secret. The 
fundamental principles of the asso- 
ciation should be a concentration. of 
A traffic division should control the 
actual handling of business. A rate 
division should have the exclusive 
right to contract with connecting 
roadsin respect to the exchange of 
business and division of joint rates, 
and with shippers at all points outside 
the association’s territory. Joint 


This 
might be extended ultimately to com- 
petitive points upon the lines of 
members.

BURIED ALIVE, 


A MAN CAUGHT BY A CAVING 
SEWER TRENCH. 


| Rescued Alive and UninjJured After 


Two Hours’ Hard Work-The 
Thrilling Experience of 
John Genelia. 


John Genella, an Italian pipe-layer at 
work on the sewer on the river bank at 
Water street, East Los Angeles, had an 
experience yesterday which he wiil remem- 
ber aslong as he lives, The pipe at this 
point is being laid tn sand and the walls of 
the trench are supported by boards. At the 
point where Genella was working the exca- 
vation is fifteen feet deep, and there has 
been considerable trouble from Caving. 
Yesterday morning he was partially buried 
under the failing sand, but was dug out and 
continued at work. Yesterday afternoon 
at 2 v’clock another cave occurred, and 
Genelia was buried con:plotely under four 
or five feet of sand. It was not noticed for 
a few sec nds, aud it was not known at just 
what point in the trench the man was. As 
svoD, however, a8 the men realized what 
had happened they went to _ work 
with a will to rescue their comrade. It was 
thought of course that the man bad been 
killed, but no time was lost, and in about 
fifteen minutes the sand had been removed, 
and his bead uncovered, when it was fuund 
thathe was uninjured. Genella was found 
to be in a partia iy sitting position, with his 
legs tightly wedged under the Dank in such 
a manner that he could not be extricated 
until more sand was removed. 

The men continued to work, and just as 
he was about to be released another cave 


occurred, and again the man was 
coinpletely buried. Again the sand 
was removed, and again the bank 


caved, covering the unfortunate man to his 
shoulders. in the meantime the police 
station had been telephoned and the patrol 
wagon was sent to the place. A large 
crowd had gathered about the trench, 
watching the effurts of the workinen to ex- 
tricate their comrade. The poor fellow was 
suffering great pain, but stood itlike a hero 
encouraging the men to keep at work, an 
telling them whatto do. Jackscrews were 
finaily secured, the wa:ls were “shored up” 
as the sand was removed, and finally, at 
4:30 o'clock, Genella was rescued from his 
perilous position amid the shouts of his -fei- 
low-workmen, in which he heartily joinet® 
Dr. Morrison, the police surgeon, was on 
the ground and made an examination of the 
Man as 800n as he was brought to the sur- 
face. Strange to say, no bones were 
broken and he was apparently uninjured, 
being able to walk to the patrol wagon, 
when he was removed to his heme on South 
Workman.-street, 

Genvilla’s escape was little shortof mi- 
raculous, and no one expected to see him ta- 
of the trench alive, much less unln- 

ure

Annual Report of Superintendent 
Morford. 

Street Superintendent Morford yesterday 
filed his report, showing the work of his 
office during the year. 

The report shows 60,520 lineal feet of 
street graded and graveled during the year 
at a cost of $116,984.85. This makes a total 
of 316,888 feet of graded and graveled 
street within the city. The number of feet 
of paved streets made 80,070;- cost of same,

BOY BHASS-POUNDERS. 


Responsibilities of the Telegrapher— 
A Vita atter. 
|From the BRaliway Te egrapher.| 

It might possibly seew to ve super- 
fluous on the part Of an organ pub- 
lished solely im the interes: of tel- 
eyraphers In the main by 
tuat class to prociaim the responsibil- 
ities of the telegrapliic profession, as 
it is to be presumed tbaia person fol- 
lowing the business is uware of the 
respousibilities Of his pusition and 
doves not need to be informed of the 
sume; but there has beeu such a deluge 
Ol accideuts Frecentiy, caused by in- 
competent or pegiigent teleyrapuers, 
that we had thought perhups au 
article on this Question trom the organ 
of the railway velegraphers might not 
be out of placé at t.me, 

Prelimiuary to the question at issue, 
we desire to state that there is no 
position in the trausportation depart- 
ment that involves wore responsibility 
than does the position of railway teleg- 
rapher, aud We @Fe ai all times ready 
to prove this assertion siouid necessily 
require it, Secomdiy, we make the as- 
ser.tion that there has beeu a miscon- 
ception on the part of the general 
public as to the weigit of responsibility 
resting upon the raliway teleygrapler. 
Third, we assert that employers have, 
in times past, become themseives re- 
sponsible for the low grade of etliciency 
mauifested in this department—actu- 
ated by a desire to secuce services at 
tne lowest possible expense by empioy- 
ing boys and inexperienced men at 
nowinal salaries, rcegardiess of any 
standard of efficiency. 

These three statements being facts, 
we bave before us a matter of impor- 
tance to every Man, Woman or cuild 
Who 1D aby M@uBer uses the railway as 
u means of trausportation, and a mat- 
ter that all are interested in, employer 
and the public alike, and unless some- 
thing shall be done tv preveut the wan- 
ton destruction of human lite and 
private property by employers, there 
can be.no question but that legislation 
should be adopted compeliing the em- 
ployment of only reliable and compe- 
tent men, qualitied in every respect to 
assume the responsibilities of the ser-

e should be old enough to realize the 
responsibility which he assumes by 
reason of his position. The time has 
been when the *‘boy telegrapher’’ was 
greatly admired by the general public, 
and it was no uncommon thing to see 
a newspaper item that “Little Johnny 
Smith, a boy of only 10 years, has been 
appointed day Operator at Smithville. 
Johnny 18 said to be the youngest op- 
erator in the State, but he is better 
than many of those with whom he 
works. He is quite a curiosity, perched 
upon a high office siool, iis feet dan- 
giing, and his little fingers fiving over 
the key with lightning rapidity.” 
Johnny was quite a dime museum 
freak, the wonder and admiration of 
his playmates who as yet had uot ad- 
vanced further than ‘marbles for 
keeps,” ‘‘ieap- 
frog,’”’ and kimdred attainments. But, 
alas! Oue day when Johnny took -a 
train order, with his matured mind 
reoccupied with thoughts of the com- 
ng circus or the candy and peanuts he 
would buy when he should draw his 
princely salary, he neglected to properly 
deliver the order, and as a consequence 


tions attemp the use of the same 
single track, and the lives of brave 
eugineers, firemen, trainmen and pas- 
sengers were offered up as a sacrifice 
to Johnny’s precocity. Then the 
bereaved ones began to think 
that little Johnny had better wait 
awhile before attempting to handle a 


mau life. The boy telegrapher, by 
general verdict of the public, must 
give way tothe man. Experience has 
clearly demonstrated the fact that it 
requires something besides a mere 
knoWledge of the technical formation 
of the telegraphic alphabet and the 
ability to transcribe a transmitted 
message from telegrapti—that 
emergencies frequently arise requiring 
the exercise of a matured judgment 
and an active mind in order to avert 
the loss of life and property, and that 
the boy telegrapher is not possessed of 
these necessary qualifications. 

There is nothing so precious to hu- 
manity as the lives of their families. 
Tne love of the father or mother for 
their children exceeds all other consid- 
erations, and the laws of our land 
have wisely provided for every safe- 
guard and protection to human life, 
The unnecessary jeopardizing of hu- 
man life has always been met with the 
strongest legislation making ita crime, 
and weventure the prediction that 
competency rather than cheapness 
must be the yoluntary rule adopted by 
employers in filling positions in 
the telegraphic department, or 
the general public will adopt 
measures compelling such a 
course. In a recent accident caused 
by the boy telegrapher “‘iosing his 
head,” to use 2 common expression, 
resulting in the loss of life and great 
destruction, the evidence at the cur- 
oner’s inquest established the fact that 
the boy, not 17 years of age, received a 
compensation of $30 per month. No 
reasonable person would expect that 
any degree of competency could be 
purchased for sucha price. ‘The same 
rule holds in the employment of labor 
as in the purchase of merchandise—to 
procure a good article you must pay a 
good price. Cheap prices procure shoddy 
goods. Men or women who qualify 
Lbemselves for the responsibilities of a 
railway telegrapher and are really 
qualifiedcan command a compensation 
much greater than $30 per month in 
other avocations, and it is self-evident 
that they will seek those channels 
rather than sacrifice their time fora 
mere pittance. We know that there is 
a general desire among the fraternity 
to faithfully perform the duties of their 
positions, and this should be met by 
employers with hearty codperation. 
‘Tne only remedy that can safely be 
applied to obviate incompetency upon 
the part of telegraphers is to pay sala- 
ries that will command men and not 
boys.

An Arctic Expedition from Which Great 
Results Are Expected—The Air Ship 
Which Is to Solve the Problem of the 
Agee—Previous Disasters.

What is at the north pole—land, ice or | 


open water? To solve this problem many | 


daring men have lost their lives, and now | 
two ingenious Frenchmen propose to try 


the solution by a new process. They have | 
secured the money, perfected their plans 
and set the laborers to work on the ma-. 
chinery, and now announce that they will | 
start for the pole early in May, 1592. 

In strictness of language their plan ig. 
not new, but is a new application of an old | 


THE BALLOON EN ROUTE, 
plan—by balloon—but their balloon and 
attachments are so very ingenious that 
scientitic men say their plan appears Teasi- 
ble, and much may be discovered, even 
though they do not reach the desired goal. 

The projectors are M. Besancon, aero- 
naut, and Gustav Hermite, astronomer, 
both active members of the French school 
of aerial navigation. Professor Silber 
mann in 1870 and Professor Sivel in 1874 
presented elaborate calculations showing 
that it was theoretically gossible*®to reach 
the pole by balloon, but Ye present pro- 
jectors have adopted plans different from 
those of either. 

Their balloon is to be a nertoct sphere 
with a diameter of nearly 100 feet, and 
containing about 20,000 cubic yards, and 
this is to be inflated with pure hydrogen 
gas, which will insure a lifting power of 
16,500 kilograms (about 35,000 pounds).

The car isto bea wonder- 
fully complete structure, capable of ac- 
commodating five men and eight dogs, 
with provisions for a month, and water 
casks, which are to be prevented from 
freezing by chemical coating. ‘To it are to 
be attached a sled, a boat, guide rope and 
other necessary articles, and in it are to be 
photographic and other scientific appar- 
atus.

But they are confident no insuperable 
cliffs or open water will be found., On the 
contrary, they have demonstrated to their 
own satisfaction just where ocean #nd 
wind will suit them and have published a 
map of their intended route. They wil

and Icelanders sailed far up the west coast | 
of Greenland over 800 years ago and soon 
had flourishing colonies there and in Spitz 
bergen. In 1890 the Zeno brothers, Vene- 
tians, went north of the most northern Ice- 
landic settlements, and in 1497 John and 
Sebastian Cabot got as far north as 67 degs. 


| before deciding that they could not sail 


around America by that way. .The idea of 
@ northwest passage to Asia was then 
taken up and pursued with great ardor for 
over three centuries. Expedition after ex- 
pedition failed, crew after crew perished, 
but new men were always found eager to 
make the attempt. 

In 1553 Sir Hugh Willoughby sailed for 
Nova Zembla, but he and all his men were 
lost. In 1585-87 Davis explored the strait 
that bears his name. Next Hendrik Hud- 
son beat all previous records by sailing up 
to latitude 80 degs., but on a subsequent 
expedition was lost. All the inlets of 
Hudson’s bay were searched by English- 
men, who insisted that it had an opening 
to the Pacific, and the Russians straggled 
as desperately from the west, but all failed 
and many perished. In 1820-23 Von 
Wrangell made his celebrated sledge ex- 
| pedition and reported ‘an open polar sea.” 
‘This setall tee explorers on a new tack. 
As late-as 1748 the British parliament 


offered a reward of £20,000 to any one who. 


should discover a passage westward from 


Hudson’s bay. 


After a dozen expeditions had failed 
Capt. Parry and Sir John Franklin took 
up the work of searching for the northwest 
passage. From 1818 to 188 they and their 
pumerous associates were the heroee of 
Arctic exploration, and Sir John and all 
his men became its martyrs. Capt. Parry 
invented the boat sledge, with which he 
reached 82 degs. 45 min., the most north 
erp latitude attained by white men before 
1883. Wintering on Melville island, he es- 
tablished a theatre and newspaper to 
amuse his crews. The pathetic story of 
Sir John Franklin and the many search 
expeditions on his account are familiar to 
the public. 

Private and public expeditions of every 
kind multiplied till the whole northern 
coast of America was explored, and still 
new and more eager projectors came for- 
ward to seck the north pole. On May 18, 
1861, Dr. Isaac I. Hayes and one compan- 
ion, Herr Kuorr, reached a point of landin 
latitude 81 degs. 35 min. and longitude 70 
degs. 30 min., but.could go no farther, as 
the rotten ice and water would support 
neither boat nor sledges. Yet Dr. Hayes 
insists that he saw stretching far away the 
open polar sea, and in it a mountain, ‘‘the 
most northern known land on the globe.”’ 
Many other expeditions got nearly as far 
north. and finally Capt. Charles Francis 
Hall, of the ‘‘American Arctic expedition,” 
on Aug. 24, 1871, reached latitude 82 degs. 
16 min. 

The Greeley expedition was the last to 
excite general interest, and in at least one

respect was the most successful; for on 
the 18th of May, 1883, Lieut. Lockwood and 
Sergt. Brainerd of that expedition reached 
Lockwood island in latitude 83 dégs. 24 
min. and longitude 44 degs. 5 min—the 
most northern point ever attained. Far to 
the northwest they saw what they named 
Cape Robert Lincoln, but could not 
reach it. 

Dr. Isaac Nansen, who 
two years ago, also proposes to try the 
balloon scheme in 1892, but on a different 
and much smaller scale than that of the 
Frenchman. 


He will go through Bebring strait in 


June, thence westward to the most north- 
ern island his vessel can reach, and then 
proceed with sledges and boats, using a 
small attached balloon, only to rise a few 
hundred feet, and survey the region ahead 
ofhim. In August or September he ex- 
pects to locate on the floating ice, and 
thinks at that season it will take him di- 


rectly across the open sea and near the pole, | 


It is not easy to understand the reasoning 
on which he bases this hope, but he is a bold 
and scientific ety and his report 
will, no doubt, interes —if he lives.

eur, as shown by an increase of the num- 
rot rainy days, and that the breaking up 
ot the hard prairie land has checked evap- 
oration, and enabled the rainfall to pene- 
trate the earth, and thus increase its value 
to growing crops. 

Another suggestion of Gen. Greely, 
which is of vastly more than local im- 
portance, is to the effect that not least 
among the reasons for the increase in 
the number of rainy days is the fact 
that the planting of trees has been 
very greatly stimulated by the observ- 
ance of Arbor Day. This day is faitb- 
fully observed in California, and the 
emulative effect of its general ob- 
servance in the course of another de- 
cade will likely tell not only on the 
frequency of rainfall the country over, 
but on the character of the climate in
